The Order obſerved at the Coronation of Sir ALEXANDER ARASKINE of Cambo, Baronet, Lord Lyon 


King of Aris, at the Royal Palace of Holyrood-houſe, on the 27th day of July, 1681. His Royal High- 
neſs ] aMEs Duke of Albany and York being his Majeſty's High Commiſſioner, 


J. HE chair of ſtate being placed 
up mn a throne of two Reps 1: 
height, under the royal canopy, in iu. 
chamber of preſence, and the imperia: 
cr. -n, ſcepter and ſword of ſtate, bein, 
laced on a table before the throne, th: 
aid table covered with purple velve' 
fringed with gold, his majeſty's hig! 
com i ner was conveyed by the «th 
cer> 1 ftite and the nobility to th. 
throne, when he tat down in the chan 
of ſtate, the nobility ſtanding on each 
ſide. 


II. Then Sir Alexander Araſkine was 
intruduced in this manner : 


1. The king's fix trumpets in their 
coats, two and two, founding. 


2. The fix purſuivants at arms in 
their coats, two and two. 


3. The fix heralds in their robes, 
two and two, the laſt five bearing the 
Lord Lyon's regalia thus: the eldeſt his 
crown, the ſecond his robe, the third his 
ſorcoat, the fourth his collar of gold and 
medal pendant, the ſaid collar being 
compoſed of three rows, and the fifth hi- 
baton, 


III. Mr Robert Innes, Lyon depute 
bea ing his patent under the great ſeal. 


IV. The maſter of the ceremonies. 


V. The Lord Lyon ſupported by tec 
baronets, fo wir, Sir William Sharp of 
Scotſcraig, and Sir John Maitland, and 
attended with the fix macers on either 
fide, with their filver maces. 


VI. Then having three ſeveral times 
done their homage to his majeſty's high 
commiſſioner, viz. at the door, in the 
middle of the chamber, and before the 
throne, theſe who carried the patent and 
regalia drew near to the chair of ſtate; 
the reſt of the heralds and purſuivants 
retired to the windows, and the trum: 
pets to a place allotted for them, 


VII. The maſter of the ceremonies 
brought the Lord Lyon to his majeſty's 
high commiſſioner, and he kneeled down 
before him on a velvet cuſhion, and was 
dubbed knight with the ſword of ſtate. 


VIII. The maſter of the ceremonies 
called for the patent under the great ſeal, 
and gave it to one of the clerks of the 
privy council, who read it aloud. He 
then delivered it to his royal highnels, 


ing him the king's pleaſure, bis duty, 
aud the importance of the honuur con- 
er · ed upon him by ſo gracivus a maſter. 


IX. His royal highneſs cauſed the Lord 
Lyon to ſwear the oath of allegiance 
aud take the declaration, the ſame being 
cad by one of the clerks of the privy 
:ouncil. 


X. The maſter of the ceremonies tnak 
the turcoat of arms, and gave it to ht» 
royal highneſs, who, with his affiſtance, 
put it on the Lord Lyon, his highneis 
laying, { do veſt you with this coat and 
robe of your — during all the day: 
of your lifetime, which you hall wear 
2n all howourable 2ccaſions, teeping | 
the ſame free from all [put of treaſon, 
villainy and diſgrace. 


Xl. The maſter of the ceremonie> 

to. ok the crown, and delivered the ſame 
to his royal highneſs, who _ it on the 
Lord Lyon's head, ſaying, Ia the name 
of his meft ſacred majeſty the king, 1 
crown you, Sir Alexander A aſkine of 
Cimbo, Hart. Lyon King of Arms 
thr oughout all the kingdom of Schi- 
and, and the ifles, colonies and de 
pendencics thereunts belonging, with 
all the powers, privileges, liberties, 
honours and dignities belonging t. 
that ce. 


XII. The maſter of the ceremonies 
gave the baton to his royal highacts, 
who, delivering it to the Lord Lyon, 
aid, I deliver to you this baton of 
your office, in token of that command 
and regal authority which bis majeſ 
ty fone you over all who bear his ma- 
jeſty's arms under you in this king- 
dom of Scotland. 


XIII. The maſter of the ceremonies 
gave the collar to his royal highnels, 
who put it about the Lord Lyon'd neck. 
laying, This royal token, and badge of 
your maſter's favour, 1 give you to be 
worn by you all the days of our life, 
in toten of — — ency before all 
others of under degree and quality, in 
conſequence of your good and faithful 
ſervices done and to be done. 


XIV. Then his royal highneſs bleſſed 
the Lord Lyon, and took his oath in the 
terms following. 


Tus OATH. 


J ſhall defend the Catholic faith to 
* the ottermoſt of my power. I ſhall be 


and from him to the Lord Lyon, ſnew ; * leall aud true, ſecret and ſerviceable, to

* our ſovereign Lord the King, and to 
* all eſtates, 454 is to ſay, to emperors, 
* kings, princes, archdukes, dukes, mar- 
* qQuiſles, exrls, viſcounts, lords or b1« 
tons, knights, e1quires, gentlemen, la- 
* dies, widows, and maidens of good 
* fame, and ſhall forward their lawful 
* bufineſs upon their expence; and what 
* ambaſſage or meſſaze I .ake in hand to 
do, I (hall do the lame truly, without 
adding or taking from. I ſhall ſorbear 
all open vices, common borde!ls, com- 
mon hazard, and common drinking in 
taverns. 


** I ſhall fortify and defend the privi- 
* leges of the noble . flice of arms with 

all my power, and ſhall never reveal 
any man's ſecrets, trealun excepted. 


** I ſhall obſerve and keep all the fore- 
named points: So help me, God: and 
* by my part of paradiſe.” 


XV. Then one of the heralds, with 
ſound of trumpet, proclaimed out of one 
of the windows Sir Alexander Araſkine 
of Cambo, Bart. Lyon King of Arme 
throughout all the kingdom of Scotland, 
and the iſles and dependencies there unta 
belonging, with all the honours and pri- 
vileges that to this office appertain. 


XVI. His royal highneſs, taking the 
Lord Lyon by buth hands, raiſed him, 
who, taking «ff his crown, gave his high» 
neſs his humble thanks, and then cried 
aloud, ** A Largeſs of the moſt high and 
mighty M »narch Charles, by the grace 
* of Gd. King of Scotland, England, 
* France and Ireland, defender of the 
faith, &c.“ 


XVII. Then by ſound of trumpets a'l 
the heralds and purſuivants proclaimed 
the ſame words out of the windows. 


XVIII. The Lord Lyon, in his robes, 
collar and crown, with the baton of com - 
mand in his hand, was attended back to 
the chamber from whence he came, in 
the ſame order as before, the neralds 
and purſyivants proclaiming round the 


court in their return, ** A Largeſs ut 
* ſupra.” 


Nota. The ceremony of the Lord 
Lyon's coronation did formerly u- 
ſually begin with a ſermon in the 
chapel royal, preached by the dean, 
ſuitable to the fion, before the 
king or his miſſioner, and the 
nobility, with muſic, both vocal and 
inſtrumental,
